CONTEST HINCES 
ON TECHNICALITY 


Arguments in Smith-Fulton 


Case Indicate Constitu- 
tionality of the Law Is In- 
volved. 


Columbus, O., Feb. 8 —The opinion 
:hat tbe contest of Secretary of State 
William U. Fulton of the election of 
Judge Harvey 
C." Smith, of Zanes- 


ville, to the otfice of secretary of state 
last November will hinge upon the 
constitutionality 
of 
the 
legislative 


enactment declaring all votes cast for 
a judicial officer for any office other 
than that of judge to be void is be- 
ieved to have been 
strengthened at 


the liaering of the case before the Ohio 
Supreme court today. 


Although the claim of the relator 


was attacked in double barreled 
fash- 


on by the attorneys for the contestee, 
he interference was drawn both from 
the 
arguments 
of opposing 
cousel 
that all other questions save that con- 
cerning the validity 
of the statute 
are secondary to 
the 
constitutional 


question involved. 
Attorneys for Judge Smith endeav- 


ored to establish that, the office of 
:ecretary of state being a constitution- 
al office, the statute did not apply. 


On the other hand, it was argued 
that should the act of the general as- 
sembly be upheld, it had no reference 
to probate judges, since only judges of 
the Supreme court and the common 
pleas court are named in the consti- 
tutional provision. 
This line or argument _was met with 


the contention from co'unsel for the in- 
cumbent that the limitations prescribed 
in the constitution applied only to those 
judges, leaving the general assembly 
free to prescribe similar safeguards for 
other branches of the judiciary. 
What was regarded as a pertinent 


Inquiry fiom the bench came from 
Justice Wanamaker, who interrupted 
former Governor .ludson Harmon dur- 
ing his argument to inquire whether, 
in his opinion, the general assembly 
would have the power under the con- 
stitution to limit the term of elective 
officials to one term. 
The answer was unequivocably in tbe 


affirmative, and was supjjorted later by 
counsel associated with Judge Harmon 
in their oral arguments. 
Coun&e! for 
Fulton 
quoted frequently from the 
case of Mason vs State of Ohio, in 
which it was held that the authority of 
the general assembly is supreme in all 
matters upon which it is not expressly 
forbidden to legislate.

WOULD DEVELOP 
EXCHANGE FUND 
AMONG NATIONS 


Federal Reserve Board To 


Arrange Gold Exchange 


Without Shipment. 


GOLD WOULD DE PLACED 


ON DEPOSIT IN TRUST 


Reserve Board Report Re- 


veals System of For- 


eign Exchange.

Washington, Feb. 8.—Willingness to 


undertake development of an interna- 
tional gold exchange fund to facilitate 
financial transactions between nations 
without actual shipment of gold, was, 
exyressed today by the federal reserve 
board, in its annual report of 1918. 
This arrangement would be similar to 
that now maintained by the board to 
settle balances between banks within 
the United States. 


The fund might be developed among 


the entente nations and a few leading 
neutrals, "but it is conceivable that all 
civilized countries may eventually be 
participants," said the board. 
The goldv would be deposited in trust 


in some government bank or banks to 
guarantee exchange obligations, -and it 
was proposed that the lund should be 
limited to current commercial and ex- 
change transactions. 
The report disclosed for 
the 
first 


time extensive operations of the feder- 
al reserve board's system of regulating 
foreign exchange transactions of the 
past year to prevent'dealings on ene- 
my account. 
Agents were maintained 


at all cable offices, and these worked 
in close co-operation with other gov- 
ernment agencies to 
detect 
enemy 
transactions. 
Total 
purchases and 
sales of demand and cable exchanges 
between dealers in the United States 
from Feb. 20, 1918, when the regu- 
ation became effective, to December 
31, were $5,158,000,000 of which $3,- 
737,060,000 or 72 per cent, were for ex 
;hange on Great Britain. 
The report told in cryptic financial 


terms how the federal reserve system 
n this otintry functiond in co-opera 
lion with the treasury in tremendous

Attention was called to 
the fact that even during the war

against federal reserve notes never fell 
below 60 per cent, though only 40 per 
cent was required by law. 
This was interpreted as indicating a 


tiealthy condition necessary as a pre- 
lude to financing of foreign trade. 


An idea of the service rendered by 


Lhe federal reserve system in connec- 
tion with war financing may be gain- 
ed from the report that which shows 
since the war began $31.452.000,000 of 
Liberty Bonds and certificates of in- 
debtedness . have been subscribed for 
and collected through the twelve fed- 
eral reserve banks. 


Rediscount operations between 
the 


reserve banks during the year were 
reported as IC55.683.000. 


Despite the big strain on the re- 


serve system the surplus over the re- 
quired reserves have fallen only $17,- 
400.000 since the declaration of war. 


The so-called free gold, or surplus of 
reserx'es. on December 27. 1918. was re-

War has wrought a changed opinion 


of woman's usefulness in many lands. 
War has emphasized the monstrous in- 
justice of America's refusal to confer 
aolitical partnership upon one-half her 
citizenship. 
The people of Ohio—even 


the men of Ohio—cannot have failed to 
realize the new status of womanhood 
brought about by these more than four 
years of suffering for liberty's sake. 


Xo one is wise enough to say" what 


Ohio's decision on suffrage would be 
if it could be recorded now. The de- 
feat of suffrage in 1917 was accom- 
panied by a defeat of prohibition. Be- 
tween 1917 and 191S the state reversed 
itself on the liquor question; may it 
not be ready to do so on suffrage? Mr.

"France plainly indicates that it in- 


tends to take away the Germany ter- 
ritory of Saarbrucken 
with 
its 
coal 


field. Saarbrucken lias more than 500,- 
000 purely German inhabitants. 
"The problem of n itionality is much 


clearer and more certain here than in 
Alsace-Lorraine. 
Kven if the German 


portions of Alsace-Lorraine are given 
to Fr.uice it can sifely be prophesied 
that a German 'irredenta' will spring 
up there very soon and threaten the 
peace of the world. 


"The French did not occupy the ter- 


ritory given them by the 
armistice 


\\ith native Frenchmen, but for 
the 


greatest part with their colored allies. 
These negroes are billeted on the citi- 
zens. As long as the war lasts we 
must endure this, terrible as it Is for 
the inhabitants. 
Everything indicates 


that the French plan a very long occu- 
pation and after peace as well, until 
Germany has paid off the war indem- 
nities. 
If this should really come to 
pass, it would not only be a barbarity 
but also an insult and maltreatment of 
the German people which might lead at 
any moment to an outbreak and a new 
armed conflict. It is clear the world 
cannot come to an enduring peace— 
that is a peace of justice—by the road 
which French policy is following to- 
day."
